2. It is believed that the proposed amendment to Section 
12 of the Act should be segregated into sub-sections according 
to their subject-matter coverage and that the language of this 
Section be reviewed. Bt is felt that a reorganization of the 
material and clarification of the language would clarify this 
material. 


3. It is also the opinion of this office that the unequivocal 
restriction of property claims contained in lines 18 through 
22 might prove to be somewhat severe. 


4. It is believed that this Agency has already gone on 
record in support bf the arnendments to Sections 1, 2 and 3 
as contained in H. R. 2404.
